The Assessors met Friday fore- 
moon and set the tax rate at .0118 
on a total assessed valuation of 
$7,926,950, for a total tax com- 
mitment of $93,538.01, with an 
assessment ratio of 100%. Total 
resident valuation is $2,897,650, 
with mon-resident valuation $5,029,- 
800 of this amount, $7,487,550 is 
veal estate and $439,400 personal 
property. Last years valuation was 
$6,657,800, with a tax rate of ,0122. 
New construction at Sunday River 
Skiway, accounts for the greater 
part of the increase in valuation 
this year, with some new -con- 
struction of private homes and 
reassessment of some buildngs 
which had not previously been 
measured and graded accounting 
for the balance, Although ‘this 
years rate is slightly under last 
year, some tax bills may be higher 
than last year, To comply with 
State Law, the assessors started .a 
program of measuring and grad- 
ing buildings to meet standards of 
the State Bureau of Taxation two 
years. ago. This program was com- 
pleted this year, and in many cas- 
es results in higher valuation on 
buildings graded for the first 
time this year.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY HEARS 
DR. JOHNSON ON SHAKERS 


Brother Theodore Johnson of 
Sabbathday Lake, United Society 
of Believers, was the featured 
speaker at a well-attended monthly 
meeting of the Bethel Historical 
Society held Thursday evening in 
the meeting room of the Dr. Moses 
Mason Museum. Bro, Johnson, who 
has written some fifty books. and 
articles on the Shakers and re- 
sided at Sabbathday Lake,for the 
past nineteen yeans, explained that 
the Shaker movement began in this 
country with the ‘coming of Moth- 
er Ann Lee and several followers 
to America from Manchester and 
Bolton, England, in 1774. The basic 
principles of the Shaker Order 
are non resistance, community of 
goods, universal brotherhood and 
celibacy, 


Ebeneezer Cooley, a pewterer, 
was the first person to bring 
Shakerism to Maine at Gorham in 
1780. John Cotton was also active 
in Alfred, Eventually seven com- 
munities were established in 
Maine, at Alfred, Gorham, Poland
